BLDGS. 5, 51 MOVES 
SLATED TO BEGIN 
DURING EARLY APRIL 


First personnel moves involved 
in the $2%% million rehabilitation 
of Convair San Diego’s two engi- 
neering buildings (5 and 51) are 
now set for around April 11. 

Customer services department 
will begin shifting approximately 
500 persons on that date. They 
are expected to vacate areas on 
the second and third floors of 
Bldg. 5 and at Westgate, taking 
up temporary quarters on the 
mezzanine of Bldg. 4. 

Ultimately, almost 6,000 per- 
sons will be moved once (and 
some twice) as renovation pro- 
ceeds. The majority will shift to 
other locations within these build-

of employees and equipment, J. 
R. Dempsey, Astro manager, has 
indicated. 

“We would like particularly to 
show our new facility to the fam-

Personnel began to occupy the 
new plant early this month and 
an estimated 2,000-plus employees 
will be working there by the end 
of March.

Around June 1 direct 
factory personnel will begin to 
move. 

Meanwhile, equipment, facili- 
ties and stocks will be transferred 
to provide a continued “without 
interruption” production schedule 
on the Atlas intercontinental bal- 
listic missile program. 

J. K. Davant, Astro’s manager 
of industrial engineering, indi- 
cated this week that movements 
of employees and equipment to 
the new site had progressed 
“without :a hitch.” 

“Close planning among de- 
partments moving and those 
handling the move has made it 
possible for employees to go to

minimum of in inconvénience, 
Davant said. 

One quick change in plans was 
effected when the dining area at 
the new cafeteria was not avail- 
able to early movers. Temporary 
food service was established in 
the west wing of Bldg. 4 to oper- 
ate until the cafeteria is in opera- 
tion.

San Diego Division was 
the safest ‘complete aircraft 
manufacturing” facility in 
the entire United States dur- 
ing 1957, and Astronautics 
Division was in second place in 
national standings. 

Confirmation of the outstand- 
ing accomplishment came last 
week in figures released by the 
National Safety Council. 

San Diego Division’s disabling 
accident frequency rate was .33 
for the entire year. This means, 
in effect, that the division 
worked three million safe man- 
hours for every disabling acci- 
dent in 1957. Astronautics’ fre- 


| quency rate was .46 which means 
 |that the 
than two million safe manhours 
«| for every lost-time accident.

In third place behind the two 
divisions was North 
Aviation of Fresno, 
with a rate of .73. The 
all “complete 
manufacturers” report- 
ing was 2.18. Thus, SD Division 
during the year was more than 
six times “safer” than the na- 
tional average, and Astronautics 
was more than four times.

Convair SD today (March 19) 
staged a public demonstration of 
its new $312 million high speed 
wind tunnel, latest addition to a 
multi-million dollar research cen- 
ter being built at the seaplane 
ramp. 


Press Visits 
Atlas Base 


Fifty reporters and photo- 
graphers, first outsiders to view 
the Atlas missile at close quar- 
ters, were guests of Convair 
Astronautics March 11 for à 
special tour of the Sycamore 
Canyon test base. 

The newsmen were carried to 
the top of a service tower con- 
taining an Atlas and allowed to 
descend via stairs, view the mis- 
sile from numerous points. They 
also visited the blockhouse and 
transfer room as well as other 
facilities at the test stand area. 

Appearing before the group at 
a pre-tour briefing were Morti- 
mer Rosenbaum, chief engineer, 
and W. W. Withee, assistant 
chief engineer of Astro, and Col. 
Otto Glasser, former Atlas pro- 
gram director for the Air Force 
and now assistant deputy com- 
mander of the Ballistics Missile 
Division. 

Similarities between the test 
base and installation at the Air 
Force’s Missile Test Center in 
Florida were noted during the 
show. 

For instance, mechanisms which 
hold the Atlas in place during 
static tests are identical to those 
used in launching the missile in 
Florida. The blockhouse at Syca- 
more is identical, but smaller, 
than its counterpart in Florida. 
Test instrumentation is identical 
in both installations. 

Information about the Atlas’ 
power plants, too, was released 
for the first time. The Atlas is 
propelled by a cluster of liquid 
propellant rocket engines, the 
most powerful in the free world 
to enter flight test and produc- 
tion. Directional stability is main- 
tained by swivelling the engines. 
Small auxiliary power plants con- 
trol roll. 


SANDERS NOW CHIEF OF 
PALMDALE INSPECTION 

J, D. Sanders has been named 
chief of inspection department, 
Convair Palmdale, replacing R. B.

Known as a blow-down type 
tunnel, the unit utilizes a com- 
paratively low power system to 
store energy over long periods of 


time for discharging in short, in- |49 


muc gher 
energy levels. Test runs rarely 
exceed two minutes, with the 
average about 30 seconds. 
Power used is enough to sup- 
port a city of 1,400 persons, while 
the water needed for cooling 
(pumped from San Diego Bay) 
is enough to service 17 average 
homes for a period of one month.

On April 11 moving contractors 
will erect an outside portable 
elevator on the north wall of 
Bldg. 5 to handle moving of 
desks, etc., during the program.

‘Roving’ Astro Nurses Administer 
First Aid to Patients on the Job 


Astronautics Division at some 
remote points is bringing first 
aid to the patient (follow-up 
treatment for minor ills), rather 
than subject the patients to bus 
trips to a first aid station. 

The new system was tried out 
successfully at Sycamore Canyon 
where the medical center is about 
a mile from the test stands. Pre- 
viously, because of the time in- 
volved in making the trip by bus, 
patients sometimes neglected to 
report for new dressings for cuts, 
abrasions, etc. 

“Since we started the system of 
‘roving nurses’ at Sycamore we 
have a far closer check on pa- 
tients,” Dr. James Ryan, Astro 
chief plant physician, said. 


Nurses, carrying  sufficient 
medical supplies with them, visit 
each test stand at least once a 
shift. They keep files on those 
requiring attention and either 
have the patients paged by public 
address system, or go direct to 
the individual on the job. 

“This permits us to greatly re- 
duce any chances of infection,” 
Dr. Ryan continued. 

In addition to Sycamore, nurses 
are currently visiting certain 
warehouses and shipping centers 
on a temporary basis. This pro- 
bably will be dropped when the 
activities move into the new 
Astro plant, though the practice 
is likely to continue at Sycamore.

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Pushbutton Control Marks Terrier 
Missile Operations on Shipboard

(News Editor, Pomona) 

The Terrier missile system 
used aboard the Navy’s new 
guided missile cruisers, the USS 
Boston (CAG-1) and USS Can- 
berra (CAG-2), is strong evi- 
dence of the arrival of the era 
of pushbutton warfare. 

Almost without exception, 
every operation involving the Ter- 
rier from assignment of a target 
to firing of the missile is actu- 
ated by a button or switch. 

Both ships can load and fire 
their Terriers at a rapid rate. To 
accomplish this feat—which is 
remarkable considering that the 
Terrier, with booster, is about 
27 feet long and weighs approxi- 
mately 2,760 Ibs.—both ships are 
equipped with a complex, but 
highly efficient, maze of missile 
handling, storage and loading 
equipment. 

Systems on both ships are es- 
sentially identical. Each ship has 
two missile batteries, and each 
battery is responsible for serv- 
ing one twin-missile launcher. 
Each launcher is serviced by a 
magazine and a missile overhaul 
and servicing room. 

As each Terrier is brought 
aboard during replenishment, 
it is mated with a booster and 
stored, ready for firing (except 


missile launcher. 

By merely pressing a button, 
any Terrier in the ring can be 
selected and brought into posi- 
tion for loading. After a missile 
has been selected, it is auto- 
matically removed from the ring 
and conveyed to the loading rail, 
where wings and fins are in- 
stalled manually—the only non- 
automatic operation in the pro- 
cedure. 

Meanwhile the launcher is 
brought to a vertical position 
over the loading blast doors 
which are immediately over the 
loading rail. The doors open, and 
a “spanner rail’—an extension of 
the loading rail—comes up and 
makes positive contact with the 
rail on the launcher, giving the 
Terrier an unbroken track to 
travel over. 

Another automatic device brings 
the Terrier up the loading rail 
onto the launcher, where it is 
positioned and secured. The span- 
ner rail retracts, the blast doors 
close, and the missile is ready to 
be fired. 

Though it sounds complicated 
—and is—the whole process from 
selection to firing takes only a 
few seconds. 

Missilemen aboard ship, not- 
ing the similarity of the stor- 
age and loading system to a 


siles are given periodic checks in 
the overhaul and servicing room. 
All components of the missile are 
checked simultaneously with “go- 
no go” type test equipment. 

If everything is in working 
order, the test equipment shows 
a green light. If something is 
amiss, however, red lights pin- 
point the trouble and the faulty 
component is removed and re- 
placed. 

After the check has been com- 
pleted, the Terrier is returned to 
the magazine and stored again 
in the ready service ring.

The USS Gyatt (DDG-1), 
worlds first guided missile de- 
stroyer, uses a slightly different 
method for handling, storing and 
loading Terriers. 

While space is at a premium 
aboard the Boston and Canberra, 
it is even more precious on the 
Gyatt. The ship is armed with 
only one twin missile launcher, 
and its missile room doubles as 
a magazine and an overhaul and 
servicing room. 

The Terriers—the Gyatt car- 
ries fewer than the cruisers—are 
stored horizontally, rather than 
vertically, in two drum-type re- 
volving service rings.
